Had Contraband! 


The Monitowoc, Muskegon and Al- 


laguasb, all belonging to the same 
Hne, shortly before the Danish Is- 
lands became\the Virgin Islands, U. 
S. A., put into &e harbor at 
St. 


Thomas Sound from Buenos Aires to 
New York. They were still 
for orders when the Islands 
transferred to- tne Cnltod Stot. 
cording to their 'manifest, all three 
•hips carried coal and otter food sup- 
plies. Members of the crew of the 
Manitowoc say all the vessels were 
loaded with contraband for German 
submarines. All took on general car- 
goes, oil and food supplies, which 
were covered over with several hun- 
dred tons of coal, tftey said. On: the 
Manitowoc they said also were placed 
two Iron chests filled with gold, each 
supposed to contain $2.">0,0i>0.

changes in the bill to the senate fin- 
ance committee as loon as hearings 
on the senate *ide begin, probably 
this week.
